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Fellow  Members  : 


Agreeable  to  custom  and  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution,  the  Board  of  Direction  has  the  honor 
to  present  its  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Report. 

From  our  intimate  relations  with  the  mercantile 
community,  we  cannot  hope  to  escape  in  times  of 
great  commercial  depression  such  as  at  present,  our 
share  in  the  general  calamity.  This  is  evinced  by 
our  decreased  membership  and  consequently  dimin¬ 
ished  income.  Otherwise,  we  think  the  Report  of 
our  business  for  the  past  year  is  a  subject  for  much 
congratulation. 

LIBRARY. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  Library 
is  155,120,  an  increase  during  the  year  of  7,542, 
which,  with  the  duplicate  and  imperfect  books  sold, 
make  our  gross  accessions  for  the  year  9,062.  Of 
these  8,647  were  acquired  by  purchase,  and  415  by 
donation.  Of  the  volumes  purchased,  6,461  were 
paid  for  by  our  funds,  and  2,246  by  the  Clinton  Hall 
Association. 
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Despite  a  reduced  income,  it  will  be  observed  by 
the  above,  that  the  number  of  books  added  is  larger 
than  it  has  been  for  any  year  since  1872,  being  2,143 
in  excess  of  the  additions  of  1873,  and  3,607  above 
those  of  1874. 

In  purchasing  books  the  Board  has  endeavored  to 
make  such  selections  as  will  most  nearly  satisfy  the 
demand  of  readers.  Suggestions  of  members  have 
been  invited,  and  in  all  cases  have  received  prompt 
attention.  As  is  the  case  with  all  circulating 
libraries,  the  number  of  volumes  of  fiction  purchased 
is  larger  than  all  others,  but  our  collection  of  stand¬ 
ard  works  has  been  very  largely  increased  by  the 
addition  of  rare  and  valuable  books. 

The  character  of  these  works,  we  think,  will  com¬ 
pare  very  favorably  with  the  purchases  of  any 
library  in  the  country;  in  fact,  there  have  been  very 
few  books  published  of  any  note,  either  in  this 
country  <>r  England,  that  are  not  to  be  found  on 
our  shelves. 

Large  purchases  have  been  made  during  the  year 
of  books  in  foreign  languages,  and  at  present  this 
department  of  our  Library  is  far  the  largest  of  any 
in  the  city. 

Your  Board  deem  it  their  duty  in  this  connection 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  practice  prevalent 
among  some  of  the  members  of  mutilating  and  de¬ 
facing  our  books.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to 
detect  the  parties  guilty  of  these  acts  of  vandalism, 
but  thus  far  without  success. 

The  laws  of  our  State  make  ample  provision  for 
the  punishment  of  those  detected  in  such  acts  of 
desecration,  and  it  is  hoped,  that  members  of  the 
Library,  caring  for  the  welfare  of  the  institution, 
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will  lend  their  aid  in  ferreting  them  out  in  order, 
that  they  may  receive  the  merited  punishment. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  it  became  necessary 
to  provide  more  shelf  room  for  the  books,  that  were 
constantly  being  added  to  the  Library.  1  pon  ex¬ 
amination  it  was  found,  that  an  extra  shelf  could  be 
added  to  each  alcove  on  the  second  tier.  This  was 
accordingly  ordered  to  be  done.  Shelving,  three 
rows  deep,  was  also  placed  around  the  entire  gal¬ 
lery  which  surrounds  the  Library. 

These  alterations  have  served  to  accommodate  us 
for  the  present,  but  further  arrangements  for  the 
same  purpose  will  shortly  be  required. 

The  Library  has  been  open  for  use  305  days  during 
the  year,  being  every  day  except  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays.

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  that  there  are  at  the 
present  time  4,674  active  members,  and  3,706  sub- 
cribing  members,  or  a  total  of  8,380  members  as 
against  8,913  at  this  time  last  year. 

The  loss  of  members  over  and  above,  what  we 
gave  gained,  was  not  wholly  unexpected  by  your 
Board.  Large  numbers  of  clerks  have  been  obliged 
from  stagnation  of  business  to  relinquish  their  situa¬ 
tions,  the  curtailment  of  means  occasioned  thereby 
compelling  them  to  withdraw  from  the  Association, 
and  as  will  be  seen  by  a  comparison  with  last  year’s 
Report,  almost  our  entire  loss  is  from  this  class  of 
members.  Of  the  reported  loss  of  533  members, 
442  of  them  are  clerks  and  only  91  subscribers. 

Most  of  this  loss  occurred  in  the  first  part  of  the 
year,  and  as  the  last  few  months  show  an  increase 
as  compared  wit  1 1  the  same  months  of  the  previous 
year,  we  indulge  in  the  hope,  that  the  decrease  has 
at  last  received  a  check. 


FINANCE. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer, 
that  the  total  income  of  the  Association  from  all 
sources  has  been  $34,657.83.  The  total  expenditures 
for  the  year  have  been  $33,873.29,  of  which  $23,486.29 
was  expended  for  salaries,  insurance,  binding, 
stationery,  light,  rent,  fixtures  and  running  ex¬ 
penses,  and  the  balance,  $10,387.00,  for  books  and 
periodicals.  The  investments  of  the  Demilt,  Gtros- 
venor  and  Lorillard  legacies  remain  unchanged. 
The  item  of  $391.19  in  Treasurer’s  Report,  charged 
to  suspense  account,  was  in  the  Stuyvesant  Bank  at 
the  time  of  its  failure,  no  portion  of  which  has  as 
yet  been  recovered  by  the  Library. 
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CIRCULATION, 

The  circulation  of  our  books  falls  somewhat  be¬ 
low  that  of  last  year,  due  to  causes  already  ex¬ 
plained.  The  total  number  of  v.olumes  distributed 
during  the  year  was  203,145,  of  which  154,368  were 
issued  at  the  Main  Library,  40,355  at  the  Branch 
Office,  and  2,4 22  at  the  residences  of  members. 
The  average  daily  circulation  was  666  volumes. 
The  greatest  number  of  books  issued  in  one  day 
was  on  January  30,  when  1,467  volumes  were  deliv¬ 
ered.  The  smallest  daily  circulation  was  362 
volumes  on  the  29th  of  September  last.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  magazines  circulated  was  6,584.  The  number 
of  books  used  for  reference  in  the  Library  was 
7,322.  The  number  of  notices  sent  to  members  to 
return  books  retained  over  time  was  9,490. 

BOOK  DELIVERY. 

In  September  last  your  Board  resolved  to  renew 
the  system  of  delivering  books  at  the  residences  of 
members.  Books  are  now  sent  to  any  part  of  the 
city  below  60th  street  for  10  cents  each.  Instead  of 
using  a  horse  and  wagon,  as  under  the  old  plan, 
messengers  are  employed,  which  in  addition  to 
being  more  economical,  gives  equal  satisfaction. 

Since  the  1st  of  October,  the  date  at  which  the 
new  system  went  into  operation,  2,422  books  have 
been  delivered.  The  number  of  deliveries  has 
steadily  increased  each  month,  until  now  the  de¬ 
partment  is  almost  self-sustaining. 

DUPLICATE  BOOKS. 

The  number  of  duplicate  books  sold  during  the 
year  is  991.  The  total  amount  received  from  the 
sale  of  the  same  is  8509.78. 
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While  every  effort  lias  been  made  to  sell  as  many 
of  the  duplicates  as  possible,  great  care  has  been 
taken  not  to  reduce  them  down  too  closely.  The 
space  allowed  for  the  reception  of  our  duplicate 
books  is  rapidly  tilling  up,  and  while  being  suffici¬ 
ent  for  our  immediate  wants,  increased  accommoda¬ 
tions  will  soon  be  required. 

DONATIONS. 

To  the  many  friends,  who  have  kindly  remembered 
us  during  the  past  year,  our  thanks  are  due  for 
donations  of  various  books  and  pamphlets,  a  list  of 
which  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Our  special  acknowledgments  are  due  to  Lion. 
John  I).  Lawson,  and  Hon.  Diedricii  Willers, 
jr. ,  Secretary  of  State,  at  Albany,  for  large  donations 
of  Congressional  and  Legislative  documents  ;  also, 
to  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Government  are  we  indebted  for  donations  of 
valuable  works.  To  Messrs.  R.  L.  &  A.  Stuart 
for  24  volumes  of  the  Ante-Nicene  Cliristrian 
Library.  To  Mr.  Enrique  Pineyro  for  71  volumes 
of  valuable  foreign  books  ;  also,  to  Rev.  Lyman  Ab¬ 
bott,  and  L.  I).  Kiernan,  Esq.,  Clerk  of  the  N.  Y. 
Board  of  Education,  for  large  donations. 

Your  Board  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  unknown  Friend,  who  in  October  last,  kindly 
presented  the  Library  with  a  magnificent  engraving 
entitled,  “Browsing.”  This  engraving  now  hangs 
in  the  Reading  Room,  bearing  the  card  which  came 
with  it,  on  which  is  inscribed  the  following:  “For 
the  Reading  Room  of  the  Mercantile  Library,  from 
a  Friend.  New  York,  October,  1874.” 
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EXECUTIVE  FORCE. 

But  few  changes,  and  those  of  a  minor  character, 
have  taken  place  among  the  employes  of  the  Library 
during  the  past  year.  The  administration  of  Mr.  A*. 
T.  Peoples  and  his  assistants,  has  been  charact¬ 
erized  by  ability,  energy,  and  uniform  courtesy,  and 
the  thanks  of  your  Board,  as  well  as  of  the  members, 
are  eminently  due  to  them  for  the  manner  in  which 
they  have  performed  their  onerous  duties. 

BINDERY. 

The  number  of  books,  which  have  received  the 
attention  of  our  Binder  and  Ids  assistants,  is  8,332. 
The  number  of  books  purchased  in  paper  covers, 
and  newly  bound,  was  3,376,  the  remainder  4,956, 
were  old  books  repaired  and  rebound.  54,303  books 
have  been  furnished  with  paper  covers.  At  the  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall  Association, 
the  Bindery  has  been  removed  to  the  fourth  floor  of 
the  building  to  enable  them  to  furnish  Messrs. 
Leavitt  &  Co.  more  room  for  their  business.

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From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen,  that  our 
supply  of  full  Catalogues  is  almost  exhausted,  the 
number  remaining  on  hand  being  only  127,  which 
will  very  soon  be  used  up  by  actual  use  in  the 
Library.  We  think  the  time  has  arrived,  when 
steps  must  be  taken  to  publish  an  entire  new 
Catalogue.  Our  present  Catalogue  is  rather  a  com¬ 
plicated  one,  and  of  very  little  use  to  those  not 
familiar  with  its  system  of  classification.  When  a 
new  one  is  decided  upon,  we  hope  it  will  be  issued 
on  the  latest  and  most  approved  plan,  such  as  is 
now  being  adopted  by  all  the  principal  libraries  of 
this  country  and  Europe,  and  which  consists  of  one 
alphabetical  arrangement  of  author,  title,  and  sub¬ 
ject.  By  this  system  readers  are  enabled  to  reach 
by  the  shortest  way  possible  the  information  for 
which  they  seek.  For  instance:  If  a  book  is  want¬ 
ed,  the  authorship  of  which  is  not  known,  it  will 
be  found  by  looking  for  it  under  the  title  ;  if  neither 
the  author  or  the  title  be  remembered,  the  searcher 
can  find  it  under  the  head  of  the  subject  matter. 

We  urge  upon  the  Board  of  Direction,  for  the 
coming  year,  the  necessity  of  giving  this  subject 
their  earliest  attention. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Free  Scholarships,  conferred  on  this  Institu¬ 
tion  by  Columbia  College,  continue  to  be  filled  by 
the  two  gentlemen  named  in  the  last  Annual  Re¬ 
port,  viz :  Mr.  Trios.  S.  Ormiston  and  Mr.  Henry 
Whitney  Bates. 

The  Report  received  by  your  Board,  from  the 
officers  of  the  College,  shows  their  standing  to  be 
very  satisfactory. 
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CLASSES, 

This  auxiliary  branch  of  our  Institution  has  long 
ceased  to  be  a  popular  one.  By  reference  to  back 
reports,  it  will  be  observed,  that  the  number  of 
members  using  the  classes  has  been  gradually  de¬ 
creasing  every  year.  Last  year  it  was  found  impos¬ 
sible  to  obtain  for  some  of  the  classes  a  single 
scholar,  and  our  net  receipts  amounted  only  to 
$12.50. 

Your  Board,  after  a  careful  and  thorough  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  subject,  and  in  view  of  the  fact, 
that  the  Board  of  Education  of  our  city,  as  well  as 
other  instutions,  offered  every  possible  advantage 
to  pupils  to  learn  the  various  languages,  free  of 
charge,  became  convinced,  that  it  would  be  impos¬ 
sible  for  us  to  obtain  sufficient  scholars  to  make  the 
classes  remunerative.  Taking  into  consideration 
also  the  fact,  that  the  class  rooms  could  be  used  to 
advantage  for  purposes  for  which  the  Library  was 
greatly  in  need  of  space,  they  decided  in  September 
last,  that  all  classes  should  be  discontinued. 

LECTURES. 

From  former  experiences,  it  was  considered  not 
desirable,  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  to  organize  a  lecture 
course  during  the  past  year. 

Your  Board,  however,  through  the  earnest  solici¬ 
tations  of  a  number  of  prominent  merchants, 
together  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  were  in¬ 
duced  in  November  last,  to  invite  Mi'.  Bonamy 
Price,  Professor  of  Political  Economy  at  Oxford 
University,  England,  to  deliver  two  lectures  on 
Finance.  The  first  lecture  was  delivered  at  Associa¬ 
tion  Hall,  Nov.  24th.  Subject:  “Metallic  and 
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Paper  Currency. ”  The  second  at  Steinway  Hall, 
Nov.  30th.  Subject  :  “The  General  Causes  of 
Panics  and  Crises.” 

We  regret  to  say,  that  neither  of  these  lectures 
met  with  that  support  for  which  we  had  hoped.  It 
was  thought  at  the  time,  as  tins  was  a  subject  in 
which  the  entire  community  had  a  deep  interest, 
and  as  Professor  Price,  one  of  the  leading  Econom¬ 
ists  of  Europe,  was  known  to  have  given  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  our  financial  condition  considerable  study 
and  attention,  there  could  be  no  doubt  about  the 
success  of  both  lectures.  The  result  proved  we 
were  mistaken.  The  expenses  exceeded  the  receipts 
to  the  amount  of  $425.52.  Mr.  Wm.  E.  Dodge, 
Jr.,  kindly  gave  us  his  check  for  $200,  thereby  re¬ 
ducing  the  Library’s  loss  to  $225.52. 

READING  ROOM. 

The  number  of  newspapers  on  file  in  the  Reading 
Room  is  259.  The  number  of  magazines  158,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  of  417  newspapers  and  magazines. 

During  the  year  the  room  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  and  repainted,  for  which  purpose  it  was 
closed  from  August  10th  to  August  24th.  In  July 
last  your  Board  decided  to  close  the  Room  on 
Sundays,  since  which  time  it  has  not  been  opened 
on  that  day. 

It  was  with  great  reluctance,  that  the  above  action 
was  taken,  but  as  the  attendance  had  dwindled 
to  such  small  numbers,  we  did  not  feel  justified  in 
incurring  the  expense  of  keeping  the  Room  open  to 
accommodate  the  very  few,  who  availed  themselves 
of  the  privilege. 

As  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  the  at¬ 
tendance  did  not  equal  1  per  cent,  of  our  member- 
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ship,  and  those,  who  did  attend,  were  not  of  that 
class  (the  young  men)  for  whose  benefit  the  opening 
on  Sunday  was  particularly  intended. 

The  Board  would  state  in  this  connection,  that 
they  are  not  averse  to  opening  the  Room,  and  would 
not  have  closed  it,  had  the  members  shown  by  their 
attendance,  that  it  was  appreciated  and  desired. 
From  kindred  institutions,  who  have  tried  the  Sun¬ 
day  service,  the  report  comes,  with  one  or  two  ex¬ 
ceptions,  that  their  experience  has  been  the  same  as 
our  own.  The  Baltimore  Mercantile  Library,  after 
keeping  their  Reading  Room  open  on  Sundays  for 
six  months,  closed  it  in  July  last. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  al¬ 
though  they  have  not  closed  their  Room,  report, 
that  the  Sunday  opening  in  not  a  distinguished 
success. 


DOWN-TOWN  OFFICE. 

The  only  Branch  Office  now  in  existence  is  that 
at  No.  51  Liberty  street,  which  continues  to  be  very 
popular  with  the  members.  The  number  of  volumes 
issued  during  the  year  from  tins  office  was  46,355. 

During  last  summer  the  Room  was  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  kalsomined,  giving  it  a  neat  and  airy 
appearance. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  state,  that  they  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  having  the  rent  reduced  from  $1,200  to 
$1,000  per  annum  for  the  coming  year. 

CLINTON  HALL  ASSOCIATION. 

To  the  gentlemen  composing  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  this  Association  we  would  express  our  grateful 
acknowledgments  for  the  assistance  rendered  during 
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the  past  year.  Our  relations  have  been  characterized 
with  the  most  uniform  kindness  a] id  courtesy. 

During  the  year  they  have  repainted  the  halls  and 
corridors  of  the  building,  and  defrayed  the  expense 
of  painting  and  refitting  the  Reading  Room,  and 
also,  at  our  request,  provided  us  with  a  new  tire 
and  burglar  proof  safe.  This  is  a  fixture,  that  has 
long  been  needed,  and  we  congratulate  you  upon 
its  possession. 


BOARD  OF  DIRECTION. 

The  only  change  we  have  to  note  during  the  year 
is  that  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  E.  C. 
Taylor  on  the  18th  of  May,  1874.  Mr.  Seymour 
A.  Bunce  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

During  the  year  Messrs.  William  Remsex  and 
William  T.  Garxer  were  unanimously  elected 
honorary  members  of  the  Association. 

OBITUARY. 

Two  honorary  members  have  died  during  the  past 
year,  viz.  :  Mr.  Wm,  H.  Aspixwall  and  Mr.  Isaac 
Greex  Pearsoxs  ;  also,  two  ex-officers,  namely, 
Mr.  Sidxey  C.  Gexix,  Director  in  1840,  and  Mr. 
Samuel  U.  F.  Odell,  Director  in  1852,  and  Corres¬ 
ponding  Secretary  in  1853. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

On  the  Examination  of  the  Books  and  other  property  of  the  Association. 

To  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Mercantile 

Library  Association  : 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned  have  undertaken 
to  perform  the  duty  assigned  them  by  your  Board, 
and  herewith  submit  the  report  of  their  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  “Books  and  other  property”  of  the 
Association,  which  ymu  officially  represent. 

In  general  terms,  there  is  nothing  to  criticise  in 
the  condition  and  arrangement  of  the  Books.  They 
are  admirably  classified  and  placed,  are  neatly  cov¬ 
ered,  and  cleanly  in  appearance,  evincing  a  com¬ 
mendable  care  on  the  part  of  the  employes  of  the 
Library,  and  from  a  random  glance  at  their  pages, 
your  Committee  feel  warranted  in  saying,  must 
have  careful  usage  at  the  hands  of  the  many  thou¬ 
sands,  who  use  them. 

The  capacity  of  the  room  devoted  to  the  Library 
proper  seems  to  have  reached  its  limits  during  the 
past  year.  There  has  been  added  a  row  of  shelves 
encircling  the  entire  room  on  the  inner  side  of  the 
balcony,  adjoining  the  second  or  upper  tier  of 
alcoves,  and  giving  place  for  some  12,000  volumes. 
But  this  additional  room  is  already  nearly  filled, 
and  for  any  further  extension  of  shelving,  we  fail 
to  discover  available  space. 

The  Bindery'  is  an  important  feature,  suggestive 
of  a  thoughtful  enterprise  on  tin*  part  of  the  man¬ 
agement,  and  we  learn  a  very  considerable  saving 
to  the  Expense  Account  every  year. 

We  notice  a  new  and  useful  “Safe,”  which  the 
Librarian  informs  us  is  the  gift  of  the  Clinton  Hall 
Trustees. 
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The  Reading  Room  is  bright  and  cheerful  in  its 
apartment,  is  well  stocked  with  the  leading  news¬ 
papers  and  magazines  of  the  day,  is  most  orderly 
and  convenient  in  its  arrangement,  and  on  the  oc¬ 
casion  of  your  Committee’s  visit,  with  a  large  at¬ 
tendance  of  readers,  was  yet  perfectly  quiet  and 
undisturbed. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact,  that  no  one,  at  all  familiar 
with  its  work,  can  visit  the  Library  without  at  once 
remarking  the  utter  inadaptibility  of  the  building 
to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  used.  In  the  first 
place,  it  is  neither  roomy  enough  nor  capable  of  ar¬ 
rangement  to  properly  facilitate  its  work.  In  the 
second  place,  it  is  unsafe  as  regards  its  contents. 
When  the  ship  becomes  unseaworthy  it  is  con¬ 
demned,  and  that’s  the  end  of  it.  It  is  unfortunate, 
that  there  is  no  provision  of  the  law,  that  will  give 
safety  to  our  Books,  as  it  will  sometimes  do  to  our 
persons.  Your  Committee  cannot  close  their  Report 
without  expressing  the  earnest  hope,  that  what  the 
law  is  powerless  to  effect,  the  many  and  true  friends 
of  the  Library  will  speedily  set  themselves  at  work 
to  accomplish.

We  have  to  record  the  continued  prosperity  of  this 
Institution.  With  constantly  increasing  deposits 
and  large  surplus,  and  controlled,  as  we  know  it  to 
be,  by  gentlemen  of  large  experience  in  mercantile 
and  financial  matters,  we  cordially  recommend  it  to 
the  very  large  class  of  savings  bank  depositors  in 
our  city,  but  more  particularly  to  the  Merchants’ 
Clerks,  as  worthy  in  every  way  of  their  confidence. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  have  thus  concluded  our  review  of  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  Association  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Report  of  its  present  condition,  in  most  res¬ 
pects,  is  highly  gratifying.  We  now  possess  almost 
156,000  volumes. 

Our  Library,  although  not  the  oldest,  holds  the 
first  rank  among  the  Libraries  of  our  city. 

In  the  number  of  our  Books  we  are  exceeded  only 
by  the  following  three  Libraries  in  this  country, 
viz.  : 

Library  of  Congress,  -  -  -  274,157  volumes. 

Boston  Public  Library,  -  -  270,700  “ 

Harvard  University  Library,  -  198,000  “ 

If  everything,  that  the  present  Board  has  striven 
for  has  not  been  accomplished,  they  are  conscious 
of  having  maintained,  at  a  time  of  unparalleled 
commercial  depression,  the  high  degree  of  populari¬ 
ty  heretofore  enjoyed  by  the  Library,  and  we  are 
pleased  to  state,  that  our  successors  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  its  affairs  will  not  be  encumbered  with  any 
indebtedness  whatever  contracted  during  our  ad- 
ministration.  When  we  say  the  Library  is  entirely 
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free  from  debt,  the  statement  is  strictly  correct. 
Every  claim  against  the  Association  incurred  prior 
to  the  30th  of  April,  has  been  called  in  and  paid  be¬ 
fore  making  up  the  Treasurer’s  Report. 

Such,  gentlemen  of  the  Association,  is  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  our  Institution,  and  in  closing,  we  con¬ 
gratulate  you  upon  its  present  position  and  its 
prospect  for  the  future.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE 

CLINTON  HALL  ASSOCIATION. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mercantile  Library : 

The  Trustees,  of  the  Clinton  Hall  Association,  present 
their  Annual  Report,  of  their  Treasurer,  Edmund  Coffin, 
Esq  ,  for  the  year  ending  May  9th,  1875,  containing  the 
receipts  and  disbursements,  with  the  number  of  books 
purchased,  the  cash  balance  on  hand,  with  a  statement  of 
the  Contingent  Fund,  for  the  erection  of  a  fire-proof 
building,  for  the  protection  of  the  Library. 

It  will  be  seen,  that  the  Contingent  Fund  amounts  to 
the  sum  of  Forty-nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents. 

There  have  been  added  to  the  Library  during  the  past 
year,  Twenty-two  hundred  and  forty-six  volumes,  making 
with  those  purchased  in  previous  years,  and  placed  in  the 
Library,  for  the  use  of  its  members,  Eighteen  thousand 
three  hundred  and  forty-one  volumes.  These  books  have 
been  selected  with  great  care,  and  the  young  men,  clerks 
in  the  city  of  Xew  York,  should  lose  no  time  in  signing 
their  names,  and  becoming  members  of  the  Library. 

The  Institution  being  established  for  their  benefit,  it 
would  seem  to  be  a  duty  for  them  to  accept  its  advantages. 

The  Trustees,  have  with  the  approval  of  a  committee  of 
the  Mercantile  Library,  arranged  with  the  Messrs. 
Leavitts’,  the  Lessees,  for  an  extension  of  their  lease,  for 
a  period  of  three  years,  beyond  the  termination  of  the 
present  one,  at  the  same  rent,  Nineteen  thousand  dollars 
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per  annum.  This  is  believed  to  be  a  good  arrangement, 
expecting  that  the  period  of  time,  five  years,  will  bridge 
over  the  present  depression,  existing  in  the  business  of 
this  city. 

The  Trustees  are  not  unmindful  of  the  importance  of 
securing  for  the  Library,  a  fire-proof  building  to  be  erect-* 
ed  upon  a  location  central,  convenient  for  members,  and 
commanding  in  position.  No  other  should  be  thought  of. 

When  the  Contingent  Fund  shall  amount  to  a  sum  suffi¬ 
cient  to  meet  the  expense,  and  leave  the  Institution  free 
of  debt,  a  location  will  be  sought  for,  and  a  building  erect¬ 
ed  for  the  Library,  creditable  to  the  city  of  New  York.
